of section 39 of the Coinp,nuv Secretaries Act, 1980 
t56 of 1980) read with sub-section fS) thereof is 
published for information of persons likcK to be 
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affected thereby and notice is hereby given that the 
draft will be taken up for consideration after the ex- 
l>iry of 45 days from the date of its notification. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be receiv¬ 
ed from any person with respect to the said draff be¬ 
fore the date specified, will be considered by the 
Council of the InsEtutc of Company Secretaries of 
India.

1. These regulations may be called ‘‘The Company

date.

tuted by the figures “275” “300” and “100” respec¬ 
tively.

Notes on items 2, 3 and 4 of Schedule B relating 
in members.—The amendment proposed to revise 
upwards the annual mernhership fee for Associates, 
the annual certificate fee fur holding certificate of 
practice; and restoration fee payable for rcsloration 
of incniebr-ship is to meei the increase in the cost 
.services rendered to a member which is estimated to 
be over Rs. 350 per annum. For making suitable in¬ 
crease in annual fees payable by Fellow members, a 
proposal ha.s been made to the Government to amend 
the Company Socretarie:. Act, 1980 which has cur¬ 
rently specified a moneraiv ceiling of R.s. 300 only. 
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
